The PREP radios are worn in 
two units, with the radio itself 
being in a belt holster and a 
microphone attached to the 
officer's shoulder. 

“The officer can use efther-hand 
to key the mike,” Mathis said, 
“without having to take the radio 
out of its holster. And there’s no 
chance of someone grabbing the 
radio or the officer dropping it 
because,both units are attached to 
his clothing.” 

Mathis said the PREP system 
was used in a pilot project about 
seven years ago. by the Orlando 
Police , Department and it’s 
something he has been interested 
in for some time. 

He said the PREP system 
would completely replace the car 
radios now in use by the 
department. One benefit the 
department will realize, із the cost 
of the units. Each of the PREP 
units is priced at $892 while the 
car radios are priced about $1,200. 

Mathis said he wants to buy 12 
units to begin with, one for each 
patrolman, one for the sergeant, 
one for the shift leader, one for 
the ID bureau, one for the 
detective bureau, one for the 
Burglary Tactical Unit and one for 
standby.

“There is plenty of data avail- 
able on irrigation of mineral soil

Because the results of the study 
could benefit a number of other 
Florida cities, Anderson said he 
believes the DER will go along wit 
the request for a grant. 

The study would be accomplish- 
ed by scientists at the University . 
of Florida Agricultural Research 
and Education Center (AREC) on 
approximately 480 acres of pasture 
land immediately north of the Belle 
Glade Airport. 

The land is now being used to 
pasture cattle by GCI and Ander- 
son said there would һе no 
interruption of that use. 

City Commissioner Aubrey 
Farmer, who is also a foreman with 
the South Florida Conservancy 
District, said a lateral drainage 
canal which runs through the 
perire would have to be closed 
off. 

Anderson emphasized there is 
no guarantee the method will be 
found ‘efficient. Не" said the 
problem is that no one really 
knows whether muck soil will 
absorb the effluent and effectively 
filter out the nitrogens and patho- 
genic bacteria. 

Anderson also agreed with 
Farmer there would have to be 
provisions made for storing efflu- 
ent in times of heavy rains when 
he soil won't absorb the effluent. 
In other studies, done on mineral 
soils, the process works, largely 
because crops being grown take up 
the nitrogens. “Because muck soil 
is already rich in nitrogen, Ander- 
son said he wasn't sure what effect 
that would have.

That's a fine sentiment but we can't help but wonder how 
removal of the right of a person to work at a job without being 
coerced into joining a union is going to help public education" 
...or public employes for that matter. 

Rather than remove the right to work law from the Florida 
Constitution, we believe it ought to be written into the U.S. 
Constitution.. We believe a person ought to be able to hold 
down a job with the rightZejoin or not join a union, according 
to how he feels personaily. 

It’s no worse for an employe or group of employes to be re- 
fused the right to organize, either by government or the em- 
ployer, than it is for those employes to be forced to join or 
support a union he or she doesn't believe in.

TALLAHASSEE -/A goal to 
consolidate stát” holdings in the 
Rotenberger Township, which lies 
18 miles south of Lake Okeecho- 
bee, moved a step nearer Tuesday, 
Sept. 6, with approval from the 
Governor and Cabinet to accept a 
land exchange offered in a bid by 
Gulf & Western Industries, Inc. 
The firnt' offered to exchange 3,765 
acres ifthe’ township valued at 
$2,138,983 for 3,282 acres of state 
property" appfaised at $2,132,000. 
Harmon Shields, executive dir- 
ector of the Department of Natural 
Resources, said he will be pleased 
with the exchange. “Our goal is to 
swap all thé scattered and sep- 
arate parcels of property in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area un- 
til the state owns two townships 


that are side by side - the 
Rotenberger Tract and the Holey 
Land, which the state already 
owns," he stated. 

Shields said when the exchange 
with Gulf & Western is completed, 
the state will own 69 percent of the 
township or 15,894 acres out of 
23,040 acres comprising the 36- 
square-mile tract. 

Of the four bids received by the 
Department for the land swamp, 
only the bid from Gulf & Western 
complied with specifications. 

Rotenberger Township consists 
of unimproved Everglades land 
noted for its wildlife. When 
acquired by the state, the tract will 
be leased as a wildlife management 
area to the Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission.

Aberdin, South Dakota and I 
woke ‘up one morning, looked 
outside and thought to myself "it 
sure is a pretty day. The only

After that he bought his first 
boat, a 32 foot powerboat on 
which he lived for over a year.
